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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1, 3, 4-5, 8, 10-11, 14, and 16-21 are allowed. 

2. Examiner's amendment. Per a 9/25/2002 telephone agreement with attorney 
Mitch Feller, the following amendments have been made: 

As per claim 1, line 2, "the method comprising" has been changed to - the 
method comprising using at least one computer to perform the steps of --. 

As per claim 21, line 2, -- using at least one computer - has been inserted before 
"comprising". 

3. The following is the examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The applicant has claimed a method of managing risk related to financial 

transactions involving a politically identified person, by receiving information about the 
political exposure associated with that person, structuring that information into political' 
risk quotient criteria, calculating a risk quotient using that information, and then 
generating action responsive to the risk quotient directed towards reducing the risk 
related to an account associated with a politically exposed person, the action 
comprising at least refusing to perform the transaction and notifying an authority, and 
aggregating risk quotients relating to a financial institution to assess a level of politically 
identified risk to which the financial institution is exposed. 

The closest prior art is Taub (US 6,341,267 B1), which discloses a method of 
evaluating individual's behavioral capabilities using a new algorithm to construct ability 
levels underlying performance of individuals in specific situations. Taub does not teach 
any of the above described personal political information or actions to be taken based 
upon that information regarding a financial transaction.

Lewin, Banks Use Al to Battle Fraud, Avoid Risks, November, 1995, Bank 
Systems and Technology, page 1 , which teaches a method of detecting financial fraud 
using artificial intelligence systems.
